When used with micrometeoro- 
logical/weather measurement sta¬ 
tions, farmers can measure values 
specific to each individual farm.

When athletes die too young 



Hot drought delays vibrant autumn colours 


A hh, “season of mists 
and mellow fruitful¬ 
ness! Close bosom- 
friend to the maturing sun," 
as Keats so aptly described 


For my visual annual 
fall treat, I went to Zone 5 
(sounds like a sci-fi movie) 
specifically the rolling 
hills of Northumberland 
County because the colour 
is usually spectacular, and 
because of the hills, there 



are wonderful vistas. 

But Zone 5 had the same 
hot drought as we did in Zone 
6, and the colours were barely 


starting. Drat Iwas aweek too 
early. A severe drought can 
delay the arrival of fell colours 
byafewweeks, and wanner 
days and nights in fell can 
lower the intensity or bright¬ 
ness of fell colours. 

As well, a severe frost can 
cause the leaves to fell too fast 
The best recipe is plenty of 
warm days and cool nights. 
We now have that combina¬ 
tion since the nights have 
become cooler, but I’m again 


in Zone 6, specifically the 
Niagara peninsula, so I'm out 
of luck this year. Not that we 
don't have some colour, but 
fruit trees and grapevines do 
not give the dramatic array of 
colour that forests of maple, 
oak and birch do. So if you, 
too, want youryearly fix, I sug¬ 
gest driving north in the next 
week (you can get to Zone 
5 just north of Hamilton or 
Burlington) and enjoy. Don't 
go too far. You might end up 


in Zone 3 or 2 and 'there be 
monsters! 

It’s hard to start putting 
the garden to bed, when 
there are still perennials 
fully in bloom, though that 
will change soon. I have a 
faithful aster that is only half 
in bloom yet and I may not 
get the full monty this year. 
Again, probably the fault of 
the drought which put a lot 
of perennials on hold for a 
while and they're playing 


catch up. If you have roses, 
resist the urge to cut them 
down now as roses don’t 
stop growing until late in 
the season (you might even 
get a November bloom), 
and wait until the tempera¬ 
ture is consistently below 5 
degrees C before you hill up 
your roses. They need to be 
dormant. Then mulch well 
so they stay dormant.

of year, apart from their beauty, 
is that you really shouldn't cut 
them down. Leave them for the 
birds and insects to forage, then 
cut them to the ground in very 
early spring just as you see tiny 
shoots peeking up between the 
old stalks. They do get messy 
over the winter, but in the spring 
if you wrap a bungy cord around 
the bottom of the stalks and then 
pull the cord up about six inches, 
it is easier to cut close to the 
bottom of the stems. If it's a large 
clump, use a hedge trimmer. I’ll 
try to remind you of this when 

If you had dahlias this year, 
wait until the frost has killed the 
plant, then cut, leaving about six 
inches of the stalk. Place a name 
tag on the stalk especially if you 
have more than one variety. In 
their dried-up puny form the 
tubers look remarkably alike. 
Leave the tubers in the ground 
for a week, then carefully lift the 


clump with a fork. Wash off the 
soil and let dry In the sun for a 
few hours. You should be able 
to see the eyes around the stalk. 
Cut off tubers with an eye and 
discard the balance, and dust the 
cut area of the tuber with sul¬ 
phur. Let dry Indoors for a week. 
Place the tubers in a plastic bag 

substitute, leaving the top open. 
Store in boxes in a cool place, 
around 10 degrees C (40-50 F). 
Because vermiculite contains 
asbestos, as I mentioned in an 
earlier article, you can use sand, 
sawdust, finely ground pine nee¬ 
dles (pine fines) or coir. Where 
you get the last two, I have no 
idea. I will try to find out. 

Check the condition of your 
tubers in the winter, and remove 
any that are rotting. 

Now I am going to my garden to 
work off excessive Thanksgiving 
eating and finally plant some tulip 
bulbs.

“When I hear about this nega¬ 
tive behaviour and, in some cases, 
criminal activity involving clowns, 
it makes me sad," she said. “It is like 
someone doing the same thing in a 
Santa suit at Christmas time. 

“Life can be yucky sometimes, 
but if I take five minutes and bring 
some joy to somebody, it’s a won¬ 
derful thing. 

“The day when this feels like a job 
is the day I hang up my nose. Being 
a clown and entertainer fills my 
heart. I don’t know who has more 
fun, me or the people I entertain. It 
makes me feel good.” 

Meanwhile, clown paranoia 
seems to be strongest south of the 

Police in Orem, Utah, went so far 
as to make it clear that neither they 
nor citizens can legally shoot ran¬ 
dom clowns. 

“Here’s seven words we never 
thought we'dbe saying... Let’shave 
a serious talk about clowns,” the 
Orem Police Department said on its 
Facebookpage. “We have answered 
over 40 questions on FB and a few 
dozen calls at our dispatch cen¬ 
tre about clowns today. It's not the 
number of calls or messages that is 
concerning but the content of the 

“Can I shoot or take action 
against someone that is dressed 
up like a clown”? That’s not a sim¬ 
ple yes or no question. It has a lot of 


variables to it.” 

The police in Utah said they 
understand that clowns to some 
people are already “creepy” and 
some people have a phobia. 

“However, if someone is stand¬ 
ing on the sidewalk, dressed like 
a clown and they don’t have any 
weapons and they are just standing 
there not chasing anyone around 
and you call us, when we respond 
and that person decides to look at 
us and walk the other way with¬ 
out saying a word, we can’t do any¬ 
thing.” 

Classes were cancelled at sev¬ 
eral Cincinnati schools last Friday 
after a woman told police a person 
dressed as a clown attacked her and 
threatened students and teachers. 

The woman said she was smok¬ 
ing on her porch early Friday morn¬ 
ing when someone dressed as a 
clown grabbed her by the neck and 
threatened to kill her, a Cincinnati 
television station reported. 

She said the clown told her that 
students and teachers at area 
schools “will wish they were never

While Zika-carrying mos¬ 
quitoes haven’t yet reached 
southern Ontario, studies 
indicate a warming climate 
could prove attractive to 
invasive insect species. 

That was the message Brock 
University’s Dr. Fiona Hunter 
told an audience of public 
health inspectors in Niagara 
Falls, last Wednesday. 

Hunter, one of Canada’s top

"It collects what we call 
aerial plankton,” Hunter 
explained.
